(General) of even-numbered years.

WHAT ARE THE FILING REQUIREMENTS?
File fundraising paperwork with the 
City Ethics Commission.

Officially declare your intention to  
become a candidate by filing Declaration   
of Intention paperwork, in person, at the 
City Clerk – Election Division’s office.

File a Nominating Petition with the City 
Clerk containing 1,000 valid signatures 
(and no filing fee) or 500 valid signatures 
(and a $300 Filing fee).

File campaign disclosure statements. 
Attend campaign finance training. 
Disclose your financial interests.
